Crépe-de- 
chine of contrasting colours can be adapted 
to the same purpose, and worked in with 
top-sewing as bouquets of flowers or con- 
ventional patterns. Obvionsly, all these 
embroideries can be carried out by amateurs, 
but embroid takes a longer time than 
almost any er type of needlework, ans 
requires much neatness and accuracy to be 
carried out successfully. 


Drawn Thread Work. 


Certain types of material lend themselves 
to embroidery more than others. Shantung, 
for instance, is one of the best silks for 
drawn thread work. Certain autions are

The esis con- 
sideration is that the threads do not draw 
crooked, or all the hems would in this case 
be uneven, and would actually fail to meet.

How to Pro fit from the 
Daily Paper. 


Fees happy New Year to 


you, and op A you grow better and 
better every and in every way in 
1952! I have already n to keep my good 
resolutions ; foremost among them is the reso- 
lution to read my daily paper as it should 
be read. Perhaps, that sounds odd to you, 
but I think it ts true of most women that 
they do not read the paper—a glance at the 
picture page and headings, a hurried con- 
sultation of the theatre column-—-and that’s 
all. Men, on the other hand, study a news- 
aper as if their lives depended on it; at 
fet. Fheey in the “bus or train, they are 
wrapped from contact with their fellow-beings 
in sheets of paper; but ask one of them; ‘‘is 
there anything in the paper today?” and the 
invariable reply is ‘Nothing!’ Perhaps, 
they feel that the affairs of the great world 
are not to be discassed with women, and, 
indeed, the * woman who confines herself to 
skimming and her conversation to maids, 
children, prices and fashions may- not, deserve 
better treatment ! 


Methodical Thinking. 


A paper, if it is to serve its true purpose, 
should be marked, read and discarded—oh, 
the dusty piles in one corner of my study! 
Five minutes in the morning with a red 
pencil to mark the things I want to read, 
concentration on these articles in the ‘bus to 
and from my job, and over a leisurely tea, 
the cutting out of anything needed for future 
reference—that is my plan.

I discovered this for saved 
at a time when I was tongue-tied with shy- 
ness—for once. I had read the morning 
paper with attention; going to town in the 
train I met a friend of the family whom I 
hiked, but had never been able to talk to; 
she was going that afternoon to a film I had 
read of. Contact was established! We spent 
the rest of the journey in an absorbing dis- 
cussion of the cinema as entertainment, as 
art, as an educational possibility. 


The Methed Works. 


The incident made such a vivid impression 
on me that I have since passed on the tip 
to several friends who complained of never 
being able to talk—and they, too, have found 
that it works. 

Almost inevitably reading the paper leads 
one on to reading books with more interest 
and discrimination. To have formed a taste 
in reading is good, but to be able to go 
on forming one’s taste in infinitely better. 
It is not only that reviews and publishers’ 
advertisements help. If, for example, you 
have been following contemporary events in 
Spain or the war between China and Japan, 
you go to a library with qnickened interest, 
and instead of inquiring vaguely “Can you 
recommend a new waver ” you demand the 
biography of a Spanish leader or essays on 
modern China. 


Good Resolutions. 


But to return to my good resolutions! I 
have reso.ved not to accumulate rubbish— 
out go the piles of papers, away go the 
magazines to hospitals; parcels of old books 
have been sent off to tend remote from 
libraries, and their place is filled with new 
ones.

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tural Organisation Society, Ltd., for 

the year ended March 3lst, 1931, which 
has just been issued, deals largely with the 
rogress of the Society dufing the years from 
a The report states that the auditing of 
the Society’s accounts failed in some respects 
to satisfy a reasonable standard, and the 
Committee trusted that representation made 
in the matter to the Department of Finance 
would receive that attention which it was 
felt it deserved. 

The Committee took exception particularly 
to the absence of regulations to prevent the 
signing of a balance-sheet or an annual re- 
turn by a public auditor, not appointed by the 
Society concerned, to andit its accounts, or 
one who did not, in fact, have them andited 
personally, or have them andited by a com 
petent person in his everyday employment. 


CREAMERY TURNOVER, 
Summarising the trading position of the 
local co-operative societies tor the two years, 
1929 and 1930, with the figures for 1923 as a 
background, the most interesting fact dis- 
clo was the increase in creamery turnover, 
which in 1929 was 150 per cent. of the value 
of the total creamery export of that year, the 
corresponding percentage for 1950 being 
ns ME “NEE 170 per cent. “The iconclusion 
that the quantity of butter made in co- 
oerative creameries, both in 1929 and 1920, 
made each a record year seemed clear. 

Turning to the sociéties other than the 
creameries, it would appear that their rela 
tive positions was the converse of that of the 
dairying societies. Vhilst the aggregate 
trade of the latter had increased that of the 
other locai societies had diminished. 


DAIRY DISPOSAL COMPANY, 

The most important event in connection 
with the creamery ‘societies was the decision 
of the Government to consolidate the dairying 
industry by the purchasing of the proprietary 
creameries, the elimination of redundant pre- 
mises and the transfer of milk supplies and 
operating creameries to the local co-operative 
societies. The Dairy Disposal Company set 
up by the Government under that scheme 
had at the time of going to press with the 
report, purchased 170 proprietary creameries, 
of which 44 had been transferred to the co- 
operative societies. Of the remainder 79 had 
been closed and 47 were on the company’s 
hands. In addition the company had taken 
over by mutual arrangement 17 creameries 
belonging to co-operative societies in 
pursuance of its general object of economy. 
Altogether the company had _ conducted 
negotiations in respect of 191 creameries, of 
which it retained 62, consisting of eight 
centrals and 54 auxiliaries. 

Under the heading Agricultural Societies 
the report. states that the greatest difficulty 
that the agricultural societies had to contend 
with was management. A committee of 
farmers could rarely give the time, even if 
they had the necessary knowledge, to super- 
vise the work of the store manager. Where 
there has been a capable, energetic manager 
the co-operative society had invariably been 
a success, and in most cases where failure 
has overtaken a society it could be traced to 
inefficient management or to slackness on the 
part of the committee, defects which it would 
he within the scope of the I.A.O.8. to remedy 
if it were more. adequately financed.

RE the ratepayers of County Louth

At the meeting of the County Louth Board 
of Health, Mr. Mathew Campbell complained 
that until some years ago the ratepayers of 
County Meath were responsible for the main- 
tenance ol the poor of portion of Drogheda 
town, but with the closing of the Drogheda 
Workhouse the entire responsibility devolved 
on the Louth ratepayers. While responsible 
tor the maintenance of the Drogheda poor 
Meath County Council had been in receipt of 
an increased agricultural grant, which, he 
stated, now continued, though their respon- 
sibilities grew less It had been estimated 
that the loss to County Louth was £2,700 a 
year, and because of the extra impost the 
rural area of Ardee had been hit to a big 
extent. The rates in that ‘area had risen 
from is. 2d for poor law charges to 2s, 8d. 
He urged that the Board should make 
inquiries into the matter, and that the rate- 
payers vf Louth should get the relief to which 
they were entitled. 

The Chairman (Mr. McGahon) said it might 
be that in the making of a hurried agreement 
some years ago an injustice had been done, 
and the matter was one for ihe rate-making 
authority. The ratepayers of County Meath 
had hitherto had responsibility for the poor 
vi a portion of Drogheda town in which there 
was a great deal of poverty. If they were 
enjoying an increased agricultural grant from 
the Government because of that responsibility 
the graut should now he given to the com- 
munity which had to pay the poor relief 
charges. 

The matter was referred to the Louth 
County Council for inquiry. 


Tyrone Flour Mill 
Fire. 


Building Completely 
Gutted. 
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From Ocr Own Corresronpenrt. 

; COALISLAND, Thursday. 

The extensive flour’ mé#+ of Messrs. K. 
Stewart and Son, Coalisiand, at Sorton, 
adjacent to Coalisland, valued at. about 
£5,000, was this morning completely burned 
to the ground. The fire was first observed by 
Mr. John Stewart between 4 and 5 o'clock, 
when attending to a child which was ill. He 
ran out to the mill in his night attire and 
but without 
avail. He then called his servant man, and 
sent him to Coalisiand for the fire brigade 
and police. They succeeded in removing ail! 
the bag stuff, but two bins of corn were com- 
pletely demoiished. By this time the fire had 
got a complete hold of the entire building. 

The fire originated in the fourth storey and 
burned downwards. ‘The interior of the mil! 
was pitch pine and other wood. A cylinder ex- 
egy and made a terrific noise, which could 

» heard for miles. The Coalisiand Fire 
Brigade applied a line ot hose, but this was 
insufficient to cope with the fire, and, after 
some hours of hard work, nothing remained 
but the shell of the mili. 

The mill is used. for manefacturing flour 
and meal. and ‘is driven by a turbine water 
wheel and lighted with»electricity. 

The Coatisland Fire Brigade, under Captain

rendered all the assistance in their power.

Mr. O'Byrne said that too high a price 
would make honey a luxury, and. a more 
moderate price would be better for trade. 

The Chairman said that he sent some to a 
charity féte recently, and 3s. 3d. was charged 
per section, The demand was so good that 
twenty times the amount could have been 
sold at a bigger price. If anvone had honey 
at present he believed a very good price 
could be obtained, because there were many 
people who would buy Irish or English honey 
in preference to any other kind.

ALPINE. SCENES 
ON DUBLIN 
MOUNTAIN.

since an early hour yesterday 
morning enthusiastic devotees of winter 
5 have been slipping and sliding down 
‘the. snow-covered ‘slopes at Kilakee on 
every kind of appliance that would carry 
them over the icy surface. © 
On Wednesday the snow was, perhaps, 
in better condition; for in parts it was 
reported to be more than seven inches deep, 


give the Dublin Mountains quite a Swiss 
appearance. 


Although no serious quantity of snow | 


has fallen in the Dublin neighbourhood for 
the last two years, plenty of excellent

Falling at 
speed on to that hard surface could not 
have been any too pleasant, but the girls 
did not seem: to mind a bit.

Owing to the miserably low 
price for pigs prevailing —e the past 
three months, many farmers have been 
giving up pig-breeding and disposing of 
their sows. If the new duties had not 
been imposed, there is reason to fear that 
would shortly occur a serious 
shortage of sows, and the quantity of 
foreign bacon imported would assume such 
proportions that the effect of any future 
tariff would be nullified to a considerable 
extent. It is not possible to forecast what 
the Tariff Commission may do in connec- 
tion with the application which has been 
made for a tariff on imported bacon. No 
arrangements have yet been made for 
hearing witnesses in public, though most 
people have a general idea of the case 
for and against a tariff. 


QUESTION OF A PREFER- 
ENCE. 

In this, as in connection with the 
butter, industry a preference on the 
British market would be of tremendous 
advantage. During the past two years 
Denmark has supplieds one-third of 
Britain’s total butter imports, the 
quantity of Danish butter sent to Great 
Britain in 1930 being 2,518,525 cwts. 

In regard to a preference, it was pointed 
out to our representative that, if this 
involved a higher price for agricultural 
machinery to be paid by Free State 
farmers, it would not be of any material 
value. 


NEW INDUSTRIES. 


Miss Somers, Secretary of the National 
Acriéultural and Industrial Development 
Association (Inc.), when questioned by an 
Irish Times representative, declared that 
a preference for Irish agricultural produce 
on the British would be a very good thing 
if established side by side with industrial 
development at home.. With its present 
trade with England, the Irish Free 
State had a good bargaining point, 
but there should be no question of agree- 
ing not to impose fresh tariffs or to start 
new industries. ‘‘ The policy of our Asso- 
ciation,”’ she said, “is that the whole 
import and export trade is utterly wrong. 
We should be producing ourselves a large 
proportion of the manufactured goods that 
we import, and a very large proportion of 
the foodstuffs that we export should be 
marketed at home through the increased 
purchasing power of the people engaged in 
home industries. 

“ Tf raw wheat was imported instead of 
flour, pending an increase in native wheat- 
growing, some of the old mills would be 
kept going, thus giving employment. ‘Tren 
we should have no butter or bacon imports. 
So far-as this country is concerned, it does 
not matter whether the imports come from 
Canada or Russia. Sé 


CLOTHING AND BOOTS. 


“ With regard to clothing, there is no 
reason why the Irish Free State should 
not keep out all foreign, woollen and 
worsted materials, since Insh factories are 
capable of supplying the demand. There 
is also no reason why the ready-made 
clothing industry should not be developed 
at home. Boot and shoe-making could also 
be extended. 

‘‘ There are,” she said, ‘‘ immense mm. 
sibilities for the development of Irish Free 
State industries, and we feel that strong 
measures will have to be taken. Still, we 
are not opposed to any preference that we 
can get, provided it goes with the 
deliberate building up of home industries. 
Denmark has put all its eggs into one 
basket, and is now in a very parious state. 

“ While hesitating to use the words 
‘Five Years’ Plan,’ ” said Miss Somers, 
‘we have recommended the formation of 
a National Economic Council to survey the 


whole of the agricultural and industrial 
situation in the Free State, and to take 
steps, by organisation, to aim at providing 
within, say, five years all the manufac- 


tured goods and all the food that the 
people require.”’ 
DISSATISFIED TRADERS. 


The Wholesale Bacon Curers’ A ssocia- 
tion, at a private meeting held in the 
Chamber of Commerce, Dublin, expressed 
dissatisfaction, because bacon already on 
order and in transit would become liable 
to the new duty, and intend to put their 
case before the Minister for Finance.

This is a very wise step, and 
will prevent any home producer from 
forcing up the price too high, and profit- 
ing at the expense of the consumer. . 

““ As a matter of fact,” he continued, 
‘‘I fancy that the tariff will cease to be 
operative at all within a few months, as 
higher prices seem to -be assured all 
round. The present very low prices are 
due almost entirely to over-production in 
Denmark, and at the present rates the 
Danes must be losing nearly £1 on every 
pig that they export. This has the 
effect of forcing down prices in other pro- 
ducing countries, but we are convinced 
that much higher prices will rule as soon 
as Denmark has Worked down her surplus 
to a reasonable level. Onur firm has re- 

atedly urged this consideration on 
Rarer and endeavoured to convince 
them that it will pay them in the long ran 
to keep up production.
